Abortion Law 
Knocked Out 


Mokes Test Cose 
For Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON (AP) _ A fed­ 
eral judge has struck down a 
District of Columbia law ban­ 
ning abortions performed 
by 
doctors and urged that his deci­ 
sion be appealed quickly to the 
Supreme Court. 
Should the high court uphold 
tile ruling, prohibitions on abor­ 
tion—some enacted a century 
ago—could come tumbling down 
in scores of states. 
U.S. District Court Judge G er­ 
hard A. Gessell's decision held 
Monday that a physician may 
•o t be prosecuted for perform- 
frig an abortion. 
Gessell ruled that the 1901 law ; 
banning abortions except when I 
necessary to save a pregnant 
woman’s life or health was so 
vague and indefinite as to be un­ 
constitutional. 
Although his ruling dealt most 
directly with the rights of a 
Washington doctor accused of 
performing an illegal abortion, 
the judge added: 
“ There has been increasing 
indication in decisions of the Su­ 
prem e 
Court of 
the 
United 
States that as a secular m atter, 
a woman’s liberty and right of 
privacy extends to family, m ar­ 
riage and sex m atters, and may 
well include the right to remove 
an unwanted child, at least in 
the early stages of pregnancy.” 
Since the law is a federal one, 
the ruling could be appealed di­ 
rectly to the Supreme Court. 
Gessell also suggested that Con­ 
gress might want to rewrite it, 
providing more concrete term s. 
The District of Columbia law 
is sim ilar to laws in 40 states. A 
few states, of which Colorado 
was the first, have laws allow­ 
ing doctors to perform abortions 
when pregnancy endangers a 
woman’s physical 
or m ental 
health, or when caused by rape 
cr incest.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Some 
450.000 Post Office workers won 
a victory Monday in the Su­ 
preme Court when the justices 
let stand a ruling that liberal­ 
izes overtime pay. 
The ruling, given last Febru-; you. 
ary by an appeals court here,I mc. 
was challenged by the govern­ 
ment as a misinterpretation of 
federal pay law. In seeking a 
hearing the government 
con­ 
tended the ruling would cost the 
Treasury more than $100 million 
through this year. 
But the high court, which is 
generally inclined to review de­ 
cisions of lower courts that went 
against the government, derid­ 
ed in this instance to reject the 
government’s appeal. 
The core of the decision 
bv 
the U.S. Circuit Court for the 
District of Columbia is that a 
post office worker is entitled to 
ov ertime pay when his days off 
are temporarily changed—even 
though he winds up working the 
normal 40 hours that week. 
The government argued that 
the 1965 pay law' provided for 
overtime pay only when the 
worker puts iii more than 40 
hours.
